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conditions call for 
emergency meeting

NORTH BROOKFIELD 
— Selectmen held an emergen- 
cy meeting to discuss issues at 
Lake Lashaway Town Beach 
and Brooks Pond Road 
Beach. This summer, resi- 
dents near the Lake Lasha- 
way Town Beach and Brooks 
Pond Road Beach have en- 
countered increased traffic, 
partying and _ intimidation 
from out of town visitors. 
The recent near drowning 
of a 4-year old boy at Lake 
Lashaway Town Beach has 
also led to concerns about 
the lack of lifeguards due to 
COVID-19. 

Selectmen spoke with 
members of the Lake Lasha- 
way Community Association 
and Brooks Pond Conserva- 
tion Association to brain- 
storm solutions to this in- 
creasingly stressful situation. 

The idea of having res- 
ident stickers at the Lake 
Lashaway Town Beach was 
proposed. However, while 
this would allow police to dif- 
ferentiate residents from out 


of town visitors, the stickers 
would also create an issue 
since staff would be need- 
ed to assign and check the 
stickers. Along with the near 
drowning, a serious physical 
altercation occurred on the 
beach and required police in- 
tervention. Attendees called 
for a larger police presence 
during the days and especial- 
ly on the weekends when the 
beach becomes overcrowded 
with city visitors. 

Selectmen Chairman Dale 
Kiley suggested that a sign be 
placed that said anyone at the 
beach after dusk would be 
trespassing. This would al- 
low North Brookfield Police 
Department to deter people 
from staying late and causing 
trouble on the beach. 

One member of the East 
Brookfield selectmen was 
concerned that many peo- 
ple who visit and respect 
the rules would not be able 
to use the beach because of 
“a few people who want to 
make trouble.” He said that 
lifeguards were not hired or

Supt. Muir presents 
draft school plan

BARRE — Quabbin Region- 
al School District (QRSD) Su- 
perintendent Dr. Sheila Muir 
gave a presentation to the 
school committee regarding a 
draft plan for school reopen- 
ing this fall. 

The superintendent must 
submit the draft plan to the 
Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education by 
July 31 and the school com- 
mittee must approve a plan 
approved by Aug 10. QRSD 
School Committee — chair, 
“Lee” Wolanin said at last 
Thursdays Zoom meeting 
that “all of this is subject to 
change.” 

Supt. Muir said she did not 
believe that pure remote learn- 
ing was a substitute for in per- 
son learning. In the draft plan, 
all students pre-kindergarten 


to grade 5 will attend school 
in person five days per week. 
Desks will be placed to allow 
six foot distancing of students 
and accommodate about 12 
students depending on the size 
of the room, which vary. Stu- 
dents in the same grade will 
occupy either adjacent class- 
rooms or a nearby classroom. 

New Braintree Grade 
School students in kindergar- 
ten and first grade will attend 
Oakham Center School for 
this year. The superintendent 
said she did not feel comfort- 
able having one principal di- 
viding time between the two 
schools. She said it was doing 
it for the health and safety cri- 
SIS. 

Grade 6 students will attend 
the Quabbin Regional Middle 
School to make room for the 
extra spacing required between

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SPRINGFIELD -— It’s a difficult de- 
cision to make and there isn’t much time 
left. 

Should my son or daughter head off 
to college this fall with the coronavirus 
pandemic still prevalent in communities 
everywhere? 

Some colleges will only be offering 
online classes, but others are welcoming 
freshmen and other students to a cam- 
pus which should look much different 
than in the past so as to protect the stu- 
dent body and staff. 

One thing 1s for sure, college environ- 
ments are high on social contacts and 
large gatherings are prime for the spread 
of COVID-19. 

What about classrooms, dorms, and 
dining halls at college? 

Dr. Armando Paez, chief, Infectious 
Disease Division at Baystate Medical 
Center answers these questions and 
more. 

Q: What questions should parents/ 
students be asking their college about 
safety before returning to the classroom? 

A: It is important to ask your college 
about the policies and procedures that 
they will implement to promote safe be- 
haviors throughout the college environ- 
ment, as well as their plans to prevent the 
spread of COVID-19. For example, you 
should ask about the college’s policies 
on students violating preventative mea- 
sures, such as not wearing face coverings 
or practicing social distancing. Other 
questions include: What are the guide- 
lines for teachers and students when call- 
ing in sick for class, so that there 1s no 
fear of reprisal for not coming to class? 
How is the cafeteria set up to encourage 
physical distancing? What modifications

have been made 1n the cleaning and dis- 
infecting procedures of classrooms, to1- 
lets and common places on campus. 

Q: What are the biggest risks for stu- 
dents heading off to college? 

A: The biggest risk is actually be- 
coming infected with COVID-19 while 
at college, setting off an outbreak in 
the dormitories and at home and local 
communities when leaving campus. It is 
already known that young individuals 
can get infected, spread the virus, and 
they can also become severely ill from 
COVID-19. The risk increases signifi- 
cantly when students do not follow pre- 
ventative measures, such as maintaining 
physical distancing. 

Q: What would you advise students 
about their social life at college? 

A: It is best at this time to avoid large 
gathering, especially indoors, including 
bars. It 1s important to keep informed 
of new guidelines and recommendations 
from the college, state and public health 
organizations to protect you. 

Q: What considerations should there 
be if you are sharing a dorm room with 
someone? 

A: In light of what we know about 
COVID-19 transmission, the current 
dormitory setup will need to be modified 
for safety. Most dormitories will likely 
not be operating at full capacity, and sin- 
gle rooms may be available. However, for 
those sharing rooms, it 1s important to 
follow recommended preventative mea- 
sures including face coverings, frequent 
handwashing, regular disinfection of 
shared spaces and commonly touched 
objects and surfaces. If the student or 
roommate feels sick, the dormitory ad- 
ministration should be notified immedi- 


ately and the protocol for isolation and 
COVID-19 testing, if suspected, should 
be followed. 

Q: What items should parents consid- 
er sending their children off to college 
with that they might not normally think 
of? 

A: Hand sanitizers and disinfectants 
approved or known to deactivate SAR- 
SCoV2, face covering or masks and a 
thermometer. 

Q: What about eating in the college 
dining hall? 

A: If eating in the college dining hall 
can be avoided, I would recommend you 
eat elsewhere, especially if necessary 
precautions have not been taken. Any 
congregation of individuals, such as 
in a dining hall, always poses a risk of 
COVID-19 transmission if just one in- 
dividual is infected. However, most col- 
lege dining halls, much like dormitories, 
likely will be modified in such a way that 
it will be reasonably safe for students to 
dine in with physical distancing at least 
six feet apart as much as possible. Other 
measures that should be adopted include 
limiting the number of individuals per 
table, assigning students specified times 
to come to the dining hall, use of dis- 
posable items, and more “grab-and-go 
options.” 

Q: What would you advise a college 
student with comorbidities, such as dia- 
betes or pulmonary problems, to do? 

A: If online learning 1s an option, this 
will be the best alternative for someone 
with comorbidities. If this is not an op- 
tion, choose activities at the college that 
require little physical interaction or gath- 
ering. Also, avoid being near individuals 
who do not have face coverings. I cannot

overemphasize strictly following pre- 
ventative measures, such as frequent 
handwashing, physical distancing, face 
coverings and more. If you feel sick or 
think you may have COVID-19, con- 
tact your health care provider within 
24 hours and follow the school’s recom- 
mendations for those who think they 
might be sick with COVID-19. 

Q: Is living in a fraternity or sorority 
safe? 

A: Outbreaks of COVID-19 have 
been reported in fraternities and similar 
off-campus quarters. Similar to dormi- 
tories, these living quarters should have 
modifications, rules and regulations to 
help prevent the spread of COVID-19. 
Fraternity and sorority parties have been 
linked to COVID-19 outbreaks and 
should be avoided. 

Q: Can students safely participate in 
college sports? 

A: Yes, I think students can play 
sports safely following some guidelines. 
The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) website — cdc.gov — 
has posted guidelines for playing sports. 
A player who feels sick or believes they 
may have COVID-19, should not play 
and alert their coach. In addition to fre- 
quent handwashing, there should not be 
any sharing of equipment. Handshakes, 
high fives or fist bumps are discouraged. 
The risk of contracting COVID-19 in- 
creases depending on the physical close- 
ness of the sport, and competitions that 
involve teams from different geographic 
areas. Coaches and spectators should 
wear face coverings, and coaches must 
decide if players need to wear them.

In June, Baystate Health resumed 
hospital visiting hours which are daily 
from noon to 8 p.m. 

Visitors coming to Baystate Medical 
Center should allow for extra time for 
our enhanced check-in process, especial- 
ly during peak visiting hours from noon 
to 1 p.m. 

One visitor at a time is allowed in 
the hospital for non-COVID patients at 
Baystate Medical Center, Baystate No- 
ble Hospital, Baystate Wing Hospital 
and Baystate Franklin Medical Cen- 
ter. Baystate Children’s Hospital allows 
one parent/guardian or one visitor of 
patients. No visitors are allowed in our 
emergency departments. 

No visitors are allowed for COVID 


patients at all hospitals, except: 

- Patients under the age of 18 are al- 
lowed one parent or guardian. 

- Obstetrics patients who are in labor 
are allowed one birthing partner. 

- Hospice patients and end-of-life pa- 
tients are allowed one person and one 
clergy member per day. 

- Patients with disabilities, including 
physical and cognitive, are allowed one 
companion. 

Visitors must travel directly to and 
from the patient’s room when entering 
and leaving the hospital, and will not 
be permitted in common areas such as 
waiting rooms, cafeterias or gift shops. 

The visitation process for patients 
attending outpatient appointments or 
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visiting outpatient practices remains the 
same, no visitors can accompany pa- 
tients. Exceptions are as follows: 

- One parent/guardian for a patient 
18-years-old or younger. 

- One companion for patients with 
disabilities, including physical and cog- 
nitive. 

Masks must be worn correctly at all 
times at all Baystate Health facilities. 
Visitors wearing masks with vents are 
not allowed and will be issued an ap- 
proved mask from the hospital. 

All visitation is at the discretion of 
Baystate Health.

Hot Cars are 
no place for pets 


f you wouldn't leave a baby unattended 
[> a hot car, why would you leave a pet? 

It may be the dog days of summer, but 
that doesn’t mean pet owners should subject 
their furry family members to the season’s 
sweltering days. With temperatures in West- 
ern Massachusetts reaching the 80s and 90s, 
it’s important to realize the effects of summer 
on those who can’t boldly express just how hot 
they are — pets. 

While it may be convenient while you stop 
inside a store for a quick pick-up, it’s not the 
right thing to do, potentially fatal and it’s 
against the law. 

In August 2016, Gov. Charlie Baker signed 
“An Act Preventing to Animal Suffering and 
Death,” which “prohibits the confinement of 
animals to vehicles where they are subject to 
danger from extreme weather conditions, lim- 
its the length animals can be tethered outdoors, 
and enables first responders and bystanders to 
assist in their rescue.”’ With this legislation, fire 
responders as well as bystanders, are able to 
enter a vehicle to rescue an animal on a hot 
day after calling 911. Immunity from civil or 
criminal liability is given to first responders 
and bystanders, and those who leave pets in 
vehicles during extreme weather will be sub- 
ject to a fine. 

Cars become ovens during the summertime, 
in or out of a heat wave. According to a study 
of 16 vehicles conducted between the summer 
months of May and August by the San Fran- 
cisco State University Department of Geo- 
sciences, the average temperature inside of a 
vehicle rises 19 degrees within 10 minutes. In 
20 minutes, the temperature rises 29 degrees. 
After 30 minutes, the temperature rises by 34 
degrees. And after one hour, the temperature 
rises an average 43 degrees. The study found 
leaving the windows partially open does little 
to reduce a vehicle’s interior temperature. 

Coloring of a dashboard and seat matter 
too — the darker the color, the hotter it will 
become. A dark dashboard or seat can reach 
temperatures between 180 and 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the sun (water boils at 212 de- 
grees Fahrenheit). 

It doesn’t take long for a pet to overheat 
or experience heat stroke when left in a ve- 
hicle. Symptoms of a dog in trouble include 
excessive drooling, heavy panting, rapid or 
difficulty breathing, staggering, weakness and 
disorientation. Heat stroke occurs when a pet’s 
temperature rises above 106 degrees. Animals 
affected by heat-stroke can die in minutes 
without immediate and proper attention. 

During these dog days summer — and even 
in extreme temperatures on the colder end of 
the scale — remember: nobody should leave 
their “fur baby” in a car. 
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A summer shrub laden with blooms 


gardens. While it’s hard to spot 

perennials and flowering annu- 
als from 35 mph, it’s a bit easier to 
admire a good-looking shrub. This 
time of year the Rose of Sharon fits 
the bill. 

The Rose of Sharon (Hibiscus 
syriacus) 1s also known as Shrub 
Althea. It is a member of the mal- 
low family, a diverse bunch of 
plants that include hollyhocks, marsh mal- 
lows, cotton, okra and even tropical hibiscus 
as kin. Hibiscus syriacus is native to Asia but 
had already found a home in North America 
by 1600. In the 19th century it was among 
the most popular shrubs in the nursery trade. 

This deciduous shrub will grow happily in 
zones 5 to 8. It has an upright growth habit 
that lends itself well to all types of combina- 
tion plantings. I have seen Rose of Sharon 
used in foundation plantings, as stand alone 
hedges, and as the backdrop for perenni- 
al borders. Likewise, a single shrub can be 
trained to be an outstanding specimen. 

Because its flowers are borne on new 
growth rather than old, pruning can be ac- 
complished in late winter or early spring 
without the risk of sacrificing blooms. As 
with most shrubs, concentrate first on remov- 
ing any dead branches, then remove those 
that are crossing or rubbing on one another. 
If growth needs to be checked, cut well into 
the shrub to decrease its height and girth. 
Cutting back to a bud that points outward 
and in the direction of least competition will 
result in a bushy, less lanky shrub, one suit- 
able for use as a specimen. Frequent pruning 
results in fewer but larger flowers, whereas 
no or little pruning gives way to many small 
flowers. 

Plant the Rose of Sharon in full sun or 
partly shady situations. Although it is tol- 
erant of many types of soil, from seashore 
sandy to wet, this shrub prefers deep, well- 
drained soil to perform its best. Fertilization 
is rarely necessary. Although Japanese bee- 
tles are said to favor the flowers, I haven’t had 
much of a problem with them. 

Do you have an especially nice variety in 
your yard that you’d love to share? Propa- 
gation is easy! So easy, in fact, that I had 
cuttings root last year without even trying to

do so. You see, I used the prunings 
from an overgrown Rose of Sha- 
ron as a trellis for my peas. Once 
the peas were gone by I began to 
pull out the branches. Two had 
mysteriously taken root! To inten- 
tionally propagate this plant, sim- 
ply take a softwood cutting four or 
five inches long in early summer. 
Remove lower foliage and insert 
into the ground in a shady loca- 
tion. Water as needed. By seasons end roots 
will have likely formed, but wait until spring 
to move your cutting to a nursery bed. Seeds 
of the Rose of Sharon have also been known 
to sprout under the mother plant, sometimes 
to the degree of being a nuisance. Grow these 
seedlings on and see what color flower you 
get; there is no guarantee it will be the same 
as mother. 

Yes, and what about those beautiful flow- 
ers? So far we’ve covered everything but! Sin- 
gle or double hibiscus-shaped flowers come 
in shades of red, pink, purple and white, de- 
pending on the cultivar. Like those of their 
tropical cousin, individual Rose of Sharon 
flowers bloom for a single day, close at night, 
then eventually drop from the plant. Even at 
that rate, flowering occurs for many weeks 
throughout August and September. In my 
opinion, single-flowered cultivars are more 
desirable; they put on a better show and are 
more tolerant of rainy weather. Double types 
turn to mush after a rainstorm, much like 
petunia flowers do. Not very attractive and 
oh so squishy! ‘Diana’ is my all time favorite 
cultivar. Four six-inch pure white single flow- 
ers bloom in abundance, even through the 
night, making it a perfect candidate for use 
in a moonlit garden. ‘Woodbridge’ is another 
popular variety. It is deep pink and darker at 
the base. ‘Blue Bird’ is unique, sky blue with 
a red center. 

Whichever variety you choose, enjoy lots 
of flowers for very little effort.

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STURBRIDGE — The Town of 
Sturbridge Trail Committee has been 
informed by the Department of Con- 
servation & Recreation Mass Trails 
Program that its two applications 
for Mass Trails grant funds were ap- 
proved and have been awarded. 

The town received $50,000 for the 
Riverlands flow trails, to build ap- 
proximately two and a half miles of 
“single track” trails on the Riverlands 
open space parcel. These “single track 
type 1” designed trails will be con- 
structed three to four feet wide, and 
be laid out in a “flow” style for trail 
runners and mountain bike enthusi- 
asts. They will be the first “flow type” 
trails to be built by the Trail Commit- 
tee, following the town’s Recreation 
Trails Master Plan. Final design and 
permitting will occur over this fall 
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sturbridge 
Sturbridge receives two state grants for trails 


and winter with construction antic- 
ipated to start next spring. This two 
and a half mile start is the first of two 
phases to build five miles of trails on 
this property. 

The other grant for $150,000 will 
be used on the Westville section of the 
Grand Trunk Trail. It will help com- 
plete funding for the engineering, de- 
sign and permitting to 100% construc- 
tion-ready documents. This work has 
already started with a Federal Trans- 
portation Enhancement Act grant 
from 2005. With this help in engineer- 
ing/design funds, more of the original 
TEA grant funds will now be available 
for construction costs. Currently, the 
Eastern Federal Lands Highway Di1- 
vision of the National Park Service 
was contracted by MassDOT to take 
over this grant project and is currently 


working on taking the previous 25% 
design plans to fully designed, engi- 
neers and permitted stage, and then 
contract and award for construction, 
set for August 2021. This will build 
the GTT from its current end at the 
Ed Calcutt Bridge out to the River/ 
Farquhar Rd intersection, a distance 
of three quarter of a mile. 

These two projects now join the 
two grants projects awarded last year: 
the $12,500.00 grant for the GIT 
Central Section feasibility study, and 
the $44,000 grant for construction of 
the 22-vehicle Riverlands Parking lot, 
and the first 2,000 feet of the Grand 
Trunk Trail on the Riverlands proper- 
ty. The feasibility study was just com- 
pleted on June 30, and construction 
has started on the Riverlands parking 
lot that is expected to be completed 


later this fall. 

Sturbridge now has a _ two-year 
Mass Trails grant award total of 
$256,500. 

The grants were prepared by Trail 
Committee Chair Brandon Goodwin, 
and members Fritz Reeves and Tom 
Chamberland, assisted by the Town 
Planner Jean Bubon and Conserva- 
tion Agent Becky Gendreau. 

The Trail committee holds month- 
ly meetings on the secondThursday 
of the month and monthly volunteer 
work days on the third Saturday of 
the month. It 1s also supported by 
the local Friends of Sturbridge Trails 
group.

TMC votes to keep wrestling sectional tournament

REGION — While the re- 
gion is in for more delays of 
high school sports action, the 
MIAA’s Tournament Manage- 
ment Committee is continuing 
its work to prepare for the 2021 
fall season under what will be 
new tournament formats and 
divisional alignments. 

In late February, a major- 
ity of the member schools in 
Massachusetts voted in favor 
of eliminating the sectional 
tournament and switching to 
a statewide tournament that 
would include 32 teams as well 
as the possibility of playing to 
qualify if a school finishes with 
a record of .500 or above. 

The move was very unpopu- 
lar with many Western Massa- 
chusetts schools because of the 
vast diversity in the area, hence 
the use of the Walker Rating 
system that has been used to 
determine tournament seeds 
in many team sports such as 
soccer, basketball, field hock- 
ey, hockey, baseball, softball, 
and lacrosse. Central Mass. 
has also used to the system in 
some tournaments. 

The ranking system was 
supposed to switch over Max- 
Preps for this fall and would 
have been used to rank the final 
Western Mass. tournaments. 





Alignments for the new statewide tournaments were held at a TMC meeting on July 28. 


MaxPreps has a proprietary 
ranking system not revealed 
publicly, but the MIAA has 
opted to delay its use for now. 
However, now, it 1s unclear 
whether a fall season or a tour- 
nament will take place in the fi- 
nal year to have sectional tour- 
naments through the MIAA. 
The Pioneer Valley Inter- 
scholastic Athletic Associ- 
ation has discussed holding 
its own sectionals once the 
state switches over, but the 
COVID-19 pandemic has 
caused planning for that to 
be put on “the back burner”

according to PVIAC Board 
member David Stratton, ath- 
letic director at Agawam High 
School. 

The PVIAC and other gov- 
erning boards are looking 
at the current situation and 
working on just getting players 
back on fields safely and fol- 
lowing proper safety protocols 
while the pandemic still exists. 

Meanwhile, the TMC began 
the process of approving some 
alignments. The first, which 
was approved at a meeting last 
Tuesday, was the alignments 
for wrestling. 


Wrestling will be one sport that will get to keep its sectional tournament sanctioned 


by the MIAA. 


Wrestling has always been 
an individual sport with teams 
scoring points at the major 
meets. By a 10-2-1 vote, the 
TMC approved continuing 
with a sectional tournament as 
a means of qualifying for the 
state tournament. Wrestling 
will not be using a statewide 
tournament format initially 
and will remain with a sec- 
tional tournament in order for 
an individual grappler to get 
to the state tournament. The 
current format includes having 
a sectional, followed by a di- 
visional state tournament, an 


all-state tournament, and then 
a New England Tournament. 

A number of football com- 
mittee members proposed new 
alignments for their sport. 
Their initial proposal was de- 
feated 4-8-2 and will be revisit- 
ed at another time. 

The board also discussed 
how football would be han- 
dled with the delay in sports 
to Sept. 14. It would wipe out 
the first four weeks of football 
season. The issue will be dis- 
cussed at the next meeting, set 
for Tuesday, Aug. 18 at 10 a.m. 
The meeting with be virtual.

implemented because of the COVID-19 
shut down. The East Brookfield Town 
Hall is limited to essential personnel, 
which halted the process for the recruit- 
ment and hiring of lifeguards. Original- 
ly the town was not even going to open 
the beach. However, the selectman was 
told that, “People are going to swim 
down there whether it’s officially open 
or not.” 

North Brookfield Police Chief Mark 
Smith said “Much more clear signage 
would help us a lot.” He also said 
“something official” such as resident 
stickers or family day passes would also 
assist the police in monitoring the area. 
Increased patrols, resident stickers and 
clear signage are all solutions Smith 
proposed. 

“We're not looking to arrest people, 
were not looking to ticket people, we’re 
looking to educate people,” he said. 
However, these precautions would also 
give the police department the ability 
and authority to arrest disruptive par- 
ties or tow vehicles if needed. 

Another sign was also proposed that 
would tell beach-goers that they were at 
Lake Lashaway Town Beach. During 
the recent incident in which a 4-year-old 
boy almost drowned, those who called 
911 did not know where they were. The 
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callers told the dispatcher that they 
were on Lake Lashaway and valuable 
time was lost as the State Police tried 
to find the location. As a result, a pro- 
posed sign with a location would assist 
in any future emergency issues. 

One attendee proposed that a “user 
fee” of $20 be charged for residents who 
use the beach, but this was countered by 
a resident who argued that the residents 
already paid for the beach through their 
taxes. He wanted to know where the 
“user fees” would stop if residents were 
charged to use their own town beach. 
“Should we start charging people to use 
the basketball court?” 

“The beach itself is free, yet the 
service we provide is not,” Kiley said. 
Because the beach offers a lifeguard 
service, Kiley said that the proposed 
beach user fee would be used to defray 
the costs of staff. To illustrate the point 
of the resident’s questions, he said if 
the town basketball court had a referee 
then they would hypothetically consid- 
er a user fee for that too. 


Brooks Pond Road Beach 
A member of the Brooks Pond 
Conservation Association thanked the 
selectmen and Smith. “Thank you for 
stepping up so quickly,” he said. 
The land around Brooks Pond is all 
privately-owned by residents who have 


been there for decades. These residents 
expressed frustration at the lack of re- 
spect that people trespassing on the 
properties have shown this summer. 
Residents asked that their names not be 
used in the article. 

One resident said that he had seen 
over 70 cars parked on the narrow 
stretch of his road one weekend. The 
road was not built to accommodate 
such traffic and children were running 
back and forth across the street. He 
believed that this was a major safety 
issue. “Something 1s going to happen,” 
he said. 

One woman said that the traffic situ- 
ation on the road was so congested that 
she could not even get to her own home 
one day. “It’s becoming a speedway,” 
she said. She said she was even yelled 
at and sworn at when she instructed one 
party to move their vehicle. “It’s just 
become a million people with kayaks,” 
she said. 

A resident who has lived on the 
street for 23 years said that the people 
using the area have become increasing- 
ly combative. “There is an intimidation 
factor, they feel entitled,” he said. He 
recalled an incident where a group of 
people came just to cause havoc and 
kept swearing at residents, drinking 
heavily before driving, and partying. He 
said that the families and children who 
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used to enjoy the area are afraid to use 
it due to the partiers. 

Kiley suggested having the town 
move large boulders to discourage peo- 
ple from parking there. The Brooks 
Pond Conservation Association said 
that they placed jersey barriers along 
the area. Kiley also said Smith would 
put up signs saying, “No parking per 
order of the North Brookfield Police 
Department.” 

Smith told the residents of Brooks 
Pond Road, “If it’s important to you, 
it’s important to us.” He said the stand- 
ing order is officers will drive by the area 
three to four times a shift. In addition, 
written citations will be used to prevent 
repeat offenders and to keep track of 
the parking violations in that area. 

According to a member of the as- 
sociation, there is no public access to 
Brooks Pond. The association owns 50 
acres on the inlet side and owns several 
of the small islands in North Brook- 
field. As a result, the beach and all en- 
tries to the beach are private. Because 
the area is private property, the Brooks 
Pond Conservation Association will 
“tighten the verbiage” of their rules 
which would give the North Brookfield 
Police Department more ability to act. 
Association members said they plan on 
meeting with Smith to discuss other op- 
tions and ideas.

desks at the elementary buildings. They 
will be housed in a separate wing of the 
middle school and use minimal shared 
spaces. Pre-school classes will move to 
Oakham Center School as well as Proj- 
ect Create, currently housed at Ruggles 
Lane Elementary School in Barre. 

Education at the middle/high school 
will be a hybrid model of in person and 
remote learning. Mondays all students 
will learn remotely. The students will be 
divided into two groups or cohorts A 
and B. Cohort A students would attend 
school for a half- day Tuesdays and 
Thursdays and Cohort B would attend 
half days Wednesdays and Fridays. All 
students would spend the other half of 
those days doing remote learning. The 
half-days would allow teachers to con- 
nect with students remotely with their 
students. 

She also said there might be the pos- 
sibility of a remote learning program 
at the New Braintree Grade School for 
grades 6 to 12. It would be staffed by 


QRSD before and after school pro- 
gram staff and health care staff. A fee 
would be charged. This would offer 
Internet access to students, who have 
limited or no Internet service. She said 
she talked with someone at the De- 
partment of Education (DOE) and he 
seemed excited about it and would do 
some research. 

She said all schools would have hand 
sanitizing and washing stations, main- 
tain six foot distancing and require the 
wearing of masks of staff and students. 
There would be mask breaks prefera- 
bly held outside. Visitors and delivery 
personnel would be limited. She said 
she hoped many families would drive 
their children back and forth to school. 
Seating on the bus would be limited 
to one student per seat instead of the 
usual three students. Family members 
would share a seat. Every school day 
families must check their students for 
COVID-19 symptoms before sending 
them to school. The buses would fill 
back to front and exit front to back to 
reduce contact among passengers. Bus- 


es would also have hand sanitizing sta- 
tions and masks for students without 
one. A 77-passenger bus would hold 
about 23 students and more if family 
groups on the bus. All students would 
have assigned seats on the bus. 

School lunches would be pre-or- 
der, pre-packaged meals with limited 
options. Students on free and reduced 
lunches in cohorts would bring home 
lunches for the days during remote 
learning. She said at this time Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) had not granted a waiver to 
provide free meals for all students. She 
said there might be a loss for FY21 for 
the school lunch program. 

In addition, all high touch surfaces 
in the schools would be cleaned three 
to four times per day, desks would 
be cleaned daily and desks in class- 
rooms where students move would 
be cleaned between each class. Any 
shared electronics would be cleaned 
between uses. Additional devices so 
all students in the district would have 
one have been ordered and expected 





to arrive in November. 

Supt. Muir said windows in the 
classrooms would be opened whenev- 
er possible and the outdoor air venti- 
lation would be maximized. Floors in 
the classrooms would be marked so 
desks would be kept six-feet apart at all 
times. Anything cloth in the classroom 
would be removed. The school would 
provide health and safety training and 
increase substitute teaching capacity 
and substitute principals. The school 
would have medical waiting rooms for 
any students displaying COVID-19 
symptoms until picked up by a parent 
or guardian. 

Teachers would use in class time to 
discuss difficult material and grading 
would return for this school year. Supt. 
Muir said when possible, there would 
be outdoor classes. 

The school district sent out a survey 
to parents asking whether they will or 
will not send their children to school 
this fall. The survey responses will help 
with the planning for the opening of 
school.

who came out to support pets last Saturday. “Every- 
one was very understanding of the restrictions and 
seemed to have a great time,” she said. 

Blancato reports that Second Chance’s nonprofit 
vet hospitals are seeing a record number of patients 
right now. “Many pet owners are struggling finan- 
cially, and some other local veterinary programs af- 
filiated with schools have suspended or reduced their 
services due to school closures,” she said. “Second 
Chance remains committed to providing access to 
veterinary care. It’s important to help these pets to 


keep them in their homes and out of shelters.” 

Second Chance is a nonprofit 501c3 tax exempt 
organization that began in 1999 in East Brookfield 
and relies solely on donations from grants to oper- 
ate. The organization operates an adoption center in 
East Brookfield, community veterinary hospitals in 
North Brookfield, Springfield and Worcester.
